president, and the entire delegation 
—peace 
envoys, 
secretaries, stenog- 


raphers and the like—will probably 
sail on one of the American battle- 
ships, possiblN the Pennsylvania. 


The White House announces: 
"The 
president expects to sail for 


France immediately 
after the open- 


ing of the regular session of congress, 
for the purpose of taking part in the' 
discussiorKand settlement of the main 
features of the treaty of peace. It is 
not likely that it will be possible for 
him to remain throughout the sessions 
of the formal peace conference, but 
his presence at the outset is necessary 
}n order to obviate the manifest dis- 
advantages of the discussion by cable 
In determining the greater outlines of 
the final treaty, about which he must 
necessarily be consulted. He will, of 
course, be accompanied by delegates 
who will sit as the representatives of 
the United States throughout the con- 
ference.

names of the delegates will 


be presently announced." 


The president's announcement

tles wo questions. The first of these 
Is the fact that the peace conference 
will be an e;%'.% °»c> bediming in De- 
cember, the second is that it will be 
held at Versailles. 


The president will appear before 


congress, presumably on the day its 
regular session opens, to explain more 
minutely the reasons why. at this 
time, it is imperathc for him to go 
abroad. His reasons, his friends said,

ng in certain quarters of the senate

The President is Going to Versailles 
to Urge the Formation of a League 
of Nations to Guarantee Peace. 


Prfesldent Wilson will head this 
country’s delegation to the peace con­ 
ference. 
lie expects to sail for France with­ 
in a day or two after December 2, the 
opening of the regular session of con- 
gross. 
This was announced at the 
White House. 
Mrs. Wilson 
will 
accompany the 
president, and the entire delegation 
•—peace 
envoys* 
secretaries, stenog­ 
raphers and the like—will probably 
sail on one of the American battle­ 
ships, possibly the Pennsylvania. 
The White House announces: 
•‘The president expects to sail for 
France immediately after the open­ 
ing of the regular session of congress, 
for the purpose of taking part in the 
discussioiy'and settlement of the main 
features of the treaty of peace. It is 
not likely that it will be possible for 
him to remain throughout the sessions 
of the forma! peace conference, but 
his presence at the outset is necessary 
Jn order to obviate the manifest dis- 
>nv 
advantages o flh e discussion by cable 
In determining the greater outlines of 
the final treaty, about which he must 
necessarily be consulted. 
Ho will, of 
course, be accompanied by delegates 
who will sit as the representatives of 
the United States throughout the con­ 
ference. 
“The names of the delegates will 
be presently announced.” 
The president’s announcement set­ 
tles two questions. The first of these 
Is the fact that the peace conference 
will be an e;%\v one, beginning in De­ 
cember, the second Is that It will be 
hold at Versailles. 
The president will appear before 
congress, presumably on the day its 
regular session opens, to explain more 
minutely the reasons why, at this 
time, It Is Imperative for him to go 
abroad. His reasons, his friends said, 
will go far toward mollifying the feel­ 
ing in certain quarters of the senate 
and the house that it unwise for him 
to leave the country. 
There are two outstanding reasons 
why the president regards his attend­ 
ance is necessary at the peace* confer­ 
ence. He wants to preserve the unity 
of counsel that brought victory to the 
allies and America on the battlefield, 
and which .characterized the sessions 
of the supreme war council at Ver­ 
sailles, and he also wants to make 
secure the foundations of a league of 
nations. 
The latter is his plan for 
world and lasting peace, and lie Is 
so strongly convinced of its efficacy 
that he Is going to Europe to put it 
Into concrete form. 
The president will be absent from 
the United States for three weeks, a 
month, or possibly a longer period, 
dependent, of course, on developments 
on the other side. 
It Js his present 
Intention to be at Versailles for the 
opening of the conference and to gath­ 
er from Its preliminary discussions 
an idea of what will follow. 
Having 
Impressed tUe conference 
with 
his 
views and gathered Information of its 
films, he will return to this country 
and at the same time be fortified to 
follow from Washington whatever de­ 
tails or differences may arise, 
The White House is expecting an 
avanlanche of invitations. 
The presl- 
lent’s announcement makes no men­ 
tion of other allied nations, but he 
p.\y decide 10 vfsit Brussels, London 
Hid Rome, though at present be does 
not plan to go anywhere except to the 
peace conference.

With the American Army.—The cal- 


lousness and steady nerves of fresh 
American troops in recent advances 
have gladdened (ire hearts of veteran 
I'.riiish and Frejich who have observed 
them, as well as lilted with pride their 
own oflicers. 


The horror of warfare is .more ap- 


psirent during an offensive when an 
army is advancing than at any other 
time; even during a defensive action 
in a retreat. Attacking troops advance 
over the enemy's positions, dotted with 
dead and dying, then dig in and fight 
among the corpses and maimed. Often 
in a counter-attack they are temporari- 
ly thrust back a few yards, and there 
3ig in and fight again, this time among 
the bodies of their own fallen com- 
rades. 


When their advance becomes deeper 


and the enemy's retreat mora general, 
ns In Von Boehm's retirement from the 
Marne to the Vesle, the terrain be- 
comes even more ghastly. A wide belt 
Of country is littered with dead men 
and dead horses. The advancing army, 
eager to maintain contact with the 
enemy at all times, has no time to 
bury or burn these corpses, respec- 
tively. The supporting troops follow- 
ing up the advance guards must live 
and eat -among these grewsome sights. 


Never Feased Them. 


Fresh, untried Americans, who had 


not seen the frightfulness of war, al- 
though they had been trained in its 
artifice and had been in the line in 
quiet sectors, traversed the ghastly 
country like veterans, never turning 
n hair at the sight of dead, friends 
or foes, even when they came upon 
such sights as Roddy farm, Bellevue 
farm, Cierges, Seringeg et Kesles and 
Sergy. 


In these places, particularly the 


first two mentioned, the bodies of the 
Prussian 
Guardsmen were 
literally 


lying in heaps, for these picked troops 
had 
been 
told 
to maintain their 


strong point positions until death, and 
in most cases they followed orders. 


The dead were in the distorted posi- 


tions that indicated how the end had 
come to them. 
Those killed in ma- 


chine-gun' pits were smashed to bits, 
the effect of hand grenades and bombs 
which American advance guards had 
tossed in among them after working 
round their flanks and getting in be- 
hind them. 


Occasionally one saw German snip- 


ers or machine gunners sprawled flat 


on the ground at the foot of a tree 
after they had been shot out of their 
camouflaged positions among its' foli- 
age. The most sickening sights were 
where bodies of the enemy had at- 
tempted to make stands in ditches or 
beside sunken roads and had been 
trapped by American enfilade machine- 
gun lire. The deadly nuiomatic rifles 
had ripped through wh^le lines of 
Germans, and in\ estigntion frequently 
showed t h a t every man's body was 
pierc-.'d by seven or eight bullets and 
that frequently the same bullet passed 
through three or four men. 
Those 


corpses looked like.heaps of rags or 
discarded uniforms and equipment, so 
closely did they overlap one another. 


No Trace of Nervousness. 


But, despite all, the . Americans 


inarched forward, stopped three or 
four times a day for meals, and then 
made camp, and slept at night amid 
the horrible surroundings without ever 
doing more than showing a surprising 
preliminary interest in the matter. If 
they saw a corpse in khaki they looked 
it over closely to see if they know who 
it was. Only occasionally did they 
have time to inter it; that was left to 
the burying parties that followed them 
up. 
As they walked through woods 


and fields to get water or supplies, they 
implanted rifles, bayonets down, in the 
ground to ma'rk the spot of every dead 
American they discovered. 


But there was no trace of nervous- 


ness and no evidence of any of the 
men worrying or brooding over the 
fate of their fallen comrades. 
The 


corpses were entirely impersonal to 
them and never rattled even the new- 
est recruit. 


The doughboys showed no back- 


wardness about appropriating Luger 
automatic pistols, the most prized 
souvenir to be had, from dead Bodies, 
nor did they hesitate to pluck off well- 
camouflaged helmets from the pates of 
Hun cadavers.

Their "salaries" are to be 
paid in paper currency at the rate of 
oO cents a day as the maximum for 
men; 40 cents for men and women be- 
tween the ages of seventeen' and twen- 
ty ; and 30 cents for boys from fifteen 
fo seventeen. 


The inhabitants, however, must pay 


in French gold or silver for their ra- 
tions. 
The supplies, of course, were*

A signal corps man was stringing-

I sup- 
pose I'd fall asleep on the job if it 
weren't for these shells that conie- 
whistling along. Duck. There comes 
one!" 


After it exploded he said, "They kind 


of scared me at first. I thought every 
one was meant for me."

Jnter-Alllcd War Council Determines

Cease Fighting—Austria, Bad­ 
ly Whipped on the Piave 
Front, Begs for Peace.

Turkey lias given up. 
Not waiting for I ho result of armis­ 
tice and peace proposals made to the 
entente allies through President Wil­ 
son, she made peace proposals to tho 
British government early in the week 
tvhlch were considered in London as 
tantamount to unconditional surron- 
ilor. The armistice went into effect at 
noon Thursday. 
The request for an armistice was 
carried to Admiral Calthorpo nt-Aiu- 
ilros by General Townshend, released 
by the Turks for the purpose.

the armistice was signed. 
Jt is both 
military and naval in character, and 
While the terms were not at once made 
public, it was known that they includ­ 
ed free passage of the allied fleets 
through the Dardanelles, occupation of 
the Bosporus and 
the Dardanelles 
forts, the immediate release and re­ 
turn of all allied prisoners of war, 
and - concessions that give the allies 
complete 
military 
domination 
over 
Turkey. The opening up of the Dar­ 
danelles leads to the expectation of 
an early battle between 
the allied 
fleets and the German Black sea fieet. 
The latter includes a number of pow­ 
erful vessels of various type* stolon 
from Russia.

She had fought her fight 
and was really all done,

CALLOUS AMID 
HORRORS OF WAR 


Srewsome Sights of Battle Fail 
to Shake Nerves of 
Yanks. 


QUICKLY ADAPT THEMSELVES 


Admiration of French and British Vet­ 
erans Is Aroused by Conduct of 1 
* Americans on Bloody Bat* 
tlefields of France. 


With the American Army.—The cal­ 
lousness and steady nerves of fresh 
American troops in recent advances I 
have gladdened the hearts of veteran1 
British and French who have observed 
them, as well as filled with pride their 
own ofllcors. 
The horror of w arfare is .more ap­ 
parent during an offensive when an 
army is advancing than at any other 
time; even during a defensive action 
in a retreat. Attacking troops advance 
over the enemy’s positions, dotted with 
dead and dying, then dig in and figlit 
among the corpses and maimed. Often 
in a counter-attack they are temporari­ 
ly thrust back a few yards, and there 
dig in and fight again, this time among 
the bodies of their own fallen com­ 
rades. 
When their advance becomes deeper 
and the enemy’s retreat more general, 
as In Von Boehm’s retirement from the 
Marne to the Vesle, the terrain be­ 
comes even more ghastly. A wide belt 
Of country is littered with dead men 
and dead horses. The advancing army, 
eager to maintain contact with the 
enemy at all times, has no time to 
bury or burn these corpses, respec­ 
tively. The supporting troops follow­ 
ing up the advance guards must live 
and eat-among those grewsomc sights. 
Never Feased Them. 
Fresh, untried Americans, who had 
not seen the frightfulness of war, al­ 
though they had been trained in its 
artifice and had been in the line in 
Quiet sectors, traversed the ghastly 
country like veterans, never turning 
a hair at the sight of dead, friends 
or foes, even when they came upon 
such sights as Ueddy farm, Bellevue 
farm, Clerges, Seringes et Nesles and 
Sergy. 
In these places, particularly the 
first two mentioned, the bodies of the 
Prussian Guardsmen 
were literally 
lying in heaps, for these picked troops 
had 
been 
told 
to 
maintain 
their 
strong point positions until death, and 
in most cases they followed orders. 
The dead were In the distorted posi­ 
tions that indicated how7 the end had 
come to them. 
Those killed in ma­ 
chine-gun pits were smashed to bits, 
the effect of hand grenades and bombs 
which American advance guards had 
tossed In among them after working 
round their fianks and getting in be­ 
hind them. 
Occasionally one saw German snip­ 
ers or machine gunners sprawled fiat 


on tho ground at tho foot of a tree 
after they had been shot out of their 
camouflaged positions among its* foli­ 
age. 
The most sickening sights were 
where bodies of the enemy had at­ 
tempted to make stands in ditches or 
beside sunken roads and had been 
trapped by American enfilade machine- 
gun fire. 
The deadly ♦nitomatlc rifles 
had ripped through wti^le lines of 
Germans, and investigation'frequently 
showed that every man's body was 
pierced by seven or eight bullets and 
that frequently the same bullet passed 
through three or four men. 
These 
corpses looked like heaps of rags or 
discarded uniforms and equipment, so 
closely did they overlap one another. 
No Trace of Nervousness.' 
But, 
despite all, 
the 
Americans 
marched forward, stopped three or 
four times a day for meals, and then 
made camp, and slept at night amid 
the horrible surroundings without ever 
doing more than showing a surprising 
preliminary interest in tho matter. If 
they saw’ a corpse In khaki they looked 
It over closely to see if they know who 
it was. 
Only occasionally did they 
have time to inter i t ; that was left to 
* 
r 
the burying parties that followed them 
up. 
As they walked through woods 
and fields to get water or supplies, they 
implanted ritles, bayonets down, in the 
ground to mark the spot of every dead 
American they discovered. 
But there was no trace of nervous­ 
ness and no evidence of any of the 
men worrying or brooding over the 
fate of their fallen comrades. 
The 
corpses wTere entirely impersonal to 
them and never rattled even the new­ 
est recruit. 
The doughboys showed no back­ 
wardness about appropriating Luger 
automatic pistols, the most prized 
souvenir to be had, from dead Bodies, 
nor did they hesitate to pluck off woll- 
camoufiaged helmets from the pates of 
Ilun cadavers.

With the American Armies.—Greater 
laurels daily are being won by the 
French light tanks which are co-oper­ 
ating with the American forces in 
pushing the Germans back toward the 
Ulilne. 
Among tlie many individual feats of 
the tanks and their drivers which have 
come to light, one of the most interest­ 
ing is that of Brigadier Cellier, who 
has been decorated with the cross of 
the Legion of Honor for his work in a 
tight tank which enabled 15 American 
soldiers to capture 70U Germans. 
Several hundred of these tanks led 
the counter-offensive from the Villers- 
Cotterets forest in July, which marked 
what appeal’s to have been the turning 
point o f the war. They broke through 
the enemy’s lines, destroying his ma­ 
chine guns, overcoming strong centers 
of resistance and spreading panic and 
demoralization in the German ranks. 
Where the Jnfuntry was preceded 
by the “chars d’absaut,” as the French 


call them, the i^vance was three miles 
a day. 
It was these same French light tanks 
which preceded the Americans in their 
advance upon Juvigny and Terny on 
the Soissons plateau. 
One of them, 
manned by a lieutenant, killed more 
than 200 Germans on the plateau, 
Documents that have come into the 
hands of the French staff show that 
the Germans are greatly worried by 
tho light tanks and are studiously 
coaching their men in methods of de­ 
fense against them. 
The Jight cars have the advantage 
of greater speed and of being more 
easily handled than the heavier tanks. 
They require a crew' of only two men, 
a driver and a gunner, and carry one 
one-and-a-half-inch gun and a machine

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Keep Home Expense Accounts 


** 
Simple HotuehoM Arithmetic Ha« Become Essential to 
Thrift and Economy 


(Prepared by tho United States Department of Agriculture.) 
Household expenses on tho farm are very inllmaloly associated with the 
business of tho farm itself. The farm normally supplies much material which 
otherwise woiild boromo a household expense. 
Tho household, in turn» very 
often furnishes board for farm labor, which would otherwise be a farm 
expense. Merely from the standpoint of keeping track of household expenses 
xis related to the farm business, household accounts arc desirable and should 
serve to supplement and round out farm accounts. 
There nr* two methods of keeping a record of household expenditures. 
One is to record the purchases or money paid out without classifying tho 
expenditures. Tho other Is to classify when the record Is made. 
Tho first method is very simple, requires no special form and gives all 
necessary information regarding expenditures. At the end of the month or at 
the end of tho year tho total expenditures readily may be determined. 
In

order, however, to kuow the totals for each kind or class it will be necessary 
to make up a monthly summary in which the items will be distributed in dif­ 
ferent columns, by classes. This extra work at the end of each month (or at 
the end of the year) may cause discouragement and neglect of classification, 
with the result that the greatest good that could be derived from the records 
18 not realized. 
Under the second method, in addition to being entered all together In one 
column, the items are classified in separate columns. 
This method has the 
came advantages as the first method and the additional advantage of allowing 
for the distribution of the items of expenditure to the proper classes without 
the inconvenience of turning to some other page. 
The distribution may be 
left to moments of leisure if the farmer is busy at tho time the entry is made. 
When the page is filled the next page is begun, the top line next to tho heading 
being reserved for the total carried forward from preceding page. Tho items 
may be totaled at the end of the month and these totals carried to the sum­ 
mary page at tho end of the book.

“About six years ago the streets 
used to be full of these hand organs. 
Sometimes the organists would play 
the instruments’ full capacity of six 
rolls—the ‘Marseillaise* always being 
one of them—and then again, If coins 
failed to be thrown, you’d get, perhaps, 
only a bit of one tune. 
I always 
thought the owners of the hand organs 
used to keep tab on houses where they 
usually got something, and pass the 
word to the fraternity, because I’ve 
known six organs to begin ‘umpty- 
umping* before the same house in an 
afternoon. 
“The piano bought on the instalment 
plan, however, which put music into 
ov cry one’s reach, and the arrival in 
inexpensive form of the phonograph, 
proved too much for the hand organ­ 
ists, and for the last five years they 
have been in retirement. 
Where they 
went and what they did in their re­ 
tirement is not so interesting to me as 
to where they stored their hand or­ 
gans. I fancy, though, that many Mul-, 
berry street or Carmine street cellars' 
could have* disclosed much on the sub­ 
ject. 
“Possibly tho war also has had some­ 
thing to do with the changed dress of 
the women proprietors. 
I remember 
that they were remarkable for gaudy 
colors, rainbow scarfs and vivid hand­ 
kerchiefs.

American Language is Very 
Rich in Words and Phrases; 
Slang Adopted by British 


The American language, as dlstln« 
gulshed from that of England, Is rich 
in words and phrases for the most 
part terse and expressive and that are 
racy of the soil. 
Not without cause, 
notes the New York Herald, has our 
slang become so famous that our Brit­ 
ish cousins have not been ashamed to 
welcome It to their more carefully 
guarded preserves of English speech. 
The academic mind contributes noth­ 
ing to this gradual development of the 
language. It Is from the lower orders 
of society that slang is derived. Many 
of the phrases long since incorporat­ 
ed in the mother tongue came from 
the gaming table, the race track and 
even the underworld of crime, and It Is 
Interesting to trace them to their 
source.

The crown prince 
of Germany has been called many 
names, for the most part uncompli­ 
mentary, but It remained for a col­ 
ored soldier to fasten upon him a name 
that will not rub off—“Mister Hat- 
face.** 
Not only in features but in 1 
character does this heir to a dishon­ 
ored throne resemble the rodent, and 
he is held in equal detestation. 
But 
ho is lacking the rat’s single noble 
quality—he will not fight when driven 
into a corner.

All potatoes for the United States 
army in Europe -are shipped dried or 
dehydrated. 
A newly installed dehy­ 
dration plant at Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
has passed a successful run In potato 
flour making. 
It has a possible ca­ 
pacity of a ton of very fine potato 
ilour per hour. 
Previous to the war, says the San 
Francisco Ohroncle, this country Im­ 
ported 80,000,000 pounds of 
potato 
flour and meal each year, principally 
from Germany an<J Holland. 
There 
will be no more “Made in Germany” 
potato flour in America for many 
years to come, This opens up a man­ 
ufacturing industry for American po­ 
tato growers. 
The slogan of the Po* 
tato Association of America is for a 
billion bushels of potatoes in 1019. 
Tho forecast of the bureau of crop 
estimates indicated for the United 
States this year ¿584,4^3,000 bushels, 
rI he yield in the United States for 1917 
was 443,000,000 bushels. 
If potato ilour in the United States 
only replaced 1 per cent of the wheat 
flour, it would take 32,450 carloads of 
poaloes to furnish this supply. 
In­ 
stead of 1 per cent, why not furnish 
10 per cent of the potato ilour sub­ 
stitute ftjr wheat? 
A large amount of potato starch ll 
used in the textile Industry.

FKW leaves of pars- |

bit and it will be useful later, A small j 
handful of all these vegetables, dried 
and put together in a can, may be used 
as soup flavoring when needed. 
Stalks ot* cauliflower may be cut in 
two lengthwise, tied in bundles and 
cooked, then served with a white oi 
hollandaise sauce. The cooked stalks 
may also be used in salads. 
A rich fish soup may be prepared by 
using the trimmings and water in 
which fish has been cooked. 
Add a 
bit of onion, mace and an equal amount 
of milk with the liquor and serve as a I 
bisque, 
A ham bone may be purchased at tho 
market often at small cost. This, with 
cabbage, turnips, potatoes and carrots, 
will serve as a line boiled dinner. In­ 
stead of cooking a whole head of cab­ 
bage for a meal, stuff one-half of it 
with any good flavored meat, with 
bread crumbs and seasoning; cook it in 
stock or gravy and use as a main dish, 
Another day shred the remainder and 
serve as coleslaw or as a salad. Some 
of it may be cooked, seasoned with 
Balt, pepper, butter and milk, with a 
few crackers for thickening. 
Was there a half cupful of rice, a 
spoonful of cereal of any kind left 
from breakfast? Save it and add it*to 
tiie griddle cakes for breakfast or to 
the breakfast muilins. 
Fruit butters, jellies and jams may 
be used on bread in place of butter, I 
but Je,t *us not forget that the growing 1 
child needs the growth determinants 
found in butter and milk. If the child 
drinks plenty of milk, the jellies may j 
be u* *d in place of butter very often. 
Whole milk for the children, what­ 
ever the price, must never be forgot­ 
ten. Use skim milk for a thousand and 
one dishes in which whole milk is used 
--for soups, sauces, puddings cocoa, etc 
Keep stockings from getting runs 
by stitching three or .four times, three 
Inches from the top.

Keep Home Expense Accounts 


Simple Household Arithmetic Ha« Become Essential to 


Thrift and Economy 


(Prepared b? the United States Department of Agriculture.) 


' 
Household expenses on the farm are very intimately associated with the 


business of the farm itself. Tlie farm normally supplies much material which 
othe'-n i<e would heroine a household expense. The household, in turn, very 
often furnishes hoard for farm lahor, \\hich would otherwise be a farm 
expense. Merelj from the standpoint of keeping trade of household expenses 
as related to the f;irm business, household accounts are desirable and should 
serve to supplement and round out farm accounts. 


There an two methods o'' keeping a record of household expenditures. 


One i 
k'. to record the purchases or money paid out without classifying the 


expenditure*. The other is to classify when the record in made. 


The rirst method is very simple, requires no special form and Rives all 


necessary information le^arding expenditures. At the end of the month or at 
the end of the year the total expenditures readily may be determined. la 


Method of Keeping Track of Household Expenses. 


order, however, to know the totals for each kind or class it will be necessary 
to make up a monthly summary in which the items will be distributed in dif- 
ferent columns, by classes. This extra work at the end of each month (or at 
the end of the year) may cause discouragement and neglect of classification, 
•with the result that the greatest good that could be derived from the records 
is not realized. 


Under the second method, in addition to being entered all together in one 


column, the items are classified in separate columns. This method has the 
same advantages as the first method and the additional advantage of allowing- 
for the distribution of the items of expenditure to the proper classes without 
the inconvenience of turning to some other page. The distribution may be 
left to moments of leisure if the farmer is busy at the time the entry is made. 
When the page is filled the next page is begun, the top line next to the heading 
-being reserved for the total carried forward from preceding page. The items 
may be totaled at the end of the month and these totals carried to the sum- 
mary page at the end of the book.

A newly installed dehy- 
dration plant at Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
has passed a successful run in potato 
flour making. It has a possible ca- 
pacity of a ton of very fine potato 
flour per hour. 


Previous to the war, says the San 


Francisco Chroncle, this country Im- 
ported 30,000,000 pounds of 
potato 


flour and meal each year, principally 
from Germany and Holland. 
There 


will be no more "Made in Germany" 
potato flour in America for 
many 


years to come. This opens \ip a man- 
ufacturing industry for American po- 
tato growers. The slogan of the Po- 
tato Association of America is for a 
billion bushels of potatoes in 1019.

estimates indicated for the United 
States this year .SS4,4o3,000 bushels. 
Iho yield in the United States for 1917 
was 4-13,000,000 bushels. 


If potato flour in the United States 


only replaced 1 per cent of the wheat 
flour, it would take 32,450 carloads ol 
joatoes to furnish this supply.

stead of 1 per cent, why not furnish 
10 per cent of the potato flour sub- 
stitute for wheat?

A fire- will not burn without fuel, an 


engine refuses to run without oil, and 
a dynamo balks sans power. 
The 


farmer who tried to winter his horse 
without feed evidently is not convers- 
ant with these facts. Hence the horse 
died. 
Similarly the dairyman who 


tries to produce a regular and gener- 
ous flow of milk from a herd that is 
fed on a hit-or-miss, hand-to-mouth 
style of ration, lives to learn. There 
are many unprofitable dairy cows in 
the country to'lay because farmers are 
wasting labor and feed in attempting 
to transform low-producing cows into 
wage-earners or because dairymen arc 
underfeeding the productive and over- 
feeding the shirker animals in their 
herds. 


During the period of the war, with 


grains in limited supply and high- 
priced, the maximum of care should 
be exercised to pre.cnt the waste of 
any of these valuable materials. Under 
existent conditions all farm roughages 
should be utilized to the fullest extent 
consistent with economic production. 
However, it is the height of folly to 
starve the deserving dairy cows in or- 
der to save grain. 
Good cows must 


be fed and fed well. Every 
effort' 


should be exerted to produce as much 
milk as possible an« still to maintain 
the cows in the pink of product ive 
condition. 
Feed the profitable cows 


to capacity according to- their produc- 
tion. Cull the unprofitable cows from 
the herd immediately. The manufac- 
ture of beef in the dairy barn does 
not pay even in view of the high 
prices which fat cows now bring.for 
butcher disposition. 


Know What Each Cow Yields. 


Every dairyman should know the 


daily production of each cow in his 
herd. 
Such knowledge can be gained 


only by the intensive use of the scales 
and the Babcock test. This is the 
era of the cow-testing association, as 
such co-operative work is effective in 


| the detection of unprofitable cows as 


well as in properly regulating the 
amount of feed which should be sup- 
plied to each cow in the herd. 
The 


records of one cow-testing association 
Show that during a two-year period the 
cows which received 1,200 pounds of" 
concentrates yielded an average In- 
come above the cost of feed of $33 an 
nnimal, while the cows which were 
fed between 1.200 and 1,800 pounds of 
concentrates yielded an income in ex- 
cess of feed costs of $42. The animals 
which were fed over 1,800 pounds of 
concentrates earned a net of $55 a 
head over feed cost. These figures 
Illustrate the value of better cows 
find better systems of feeding accord- 
ing to production. 


The average of the records of 40 


cow-testing associations shows a rapid 
advance in Income over cost of feed 
as the quantities of grain fed in- 
creased. In this instance the cost of 
concentrates for the first lot of cows 
was $7 apiece, while their income over 
cost of feed was $5. The concentrates 
for the best lot of cws cost ?3S, while 
their net earning capacity was J?11S. In 
a word, it would require a herd of 23 
cows similar to those in the first group 
to produce as much Income over cost 
of feed as was produced by the aver- 


| nge cow of the last group. 


A common fault which exists among 


many dairymen who are unfamiliar 
with the value of cow-testing work is 
that they fail to feed grain to their 
dry cows whUe many of them do rot 
even feed a balanced ration to the 
best of their cows. 
When grain is 


fed it Is dished up with a scoop shovel 
and all the cows are fed nlike regard- 
less of production. 
Under such 
n 


method of management good cows nre 
underfed while comparatively worth- 


'Ss individuals are piirasitie on th 


profits of their more industrious mates. 
Where such conditions exi.-t it is of 
paramount importance that the farmer 
locate and dispose of the poor coxvs 
while he should feed the remainder 
according to production in order tlift 
the income over cost of feed may be 
increased. 


Do Not Waste Grain. 


Much grain is wasted by feeding it 


to cows that do not respond to better 
feed. 
The scoop shovel method of 


feeding all cows is worthy of vigor- 
ous condemnation. A study of cow- 
testing 
association records 
demon- 


strates that good cows should always 
be fed well. Grain is never so high- 
priced that it is not profitable to feed 
it to high-producing cows, the price of 
market milk and other conditions be- 
ing equal. On the other hand, grain 
is never so eh-vip that it can be fed 
to low producers without much waste 
and loss. 


Two-large herds in a certain cow- 


testing association were fed alike, both 
being supplied with u comparatively 
high, grain ration. One herd responded 
to the liberal feeding while the other 
did not. The average income per unl- 
mal over cost of feed for the first herd 
was $75 while for the second herd it 
was only 64 cents. These results strik- 
ingly demonstrate the value of hiuli- 
produclng cows which are well fed 
according to production. 
The 
low- 


producing herd was fed a high grain 
ration regardless of milk yield and 
as a consequence much valuable grain 
was wasted. 
Present conditions de- 


mand that all such wastes should bo 
eliminated by the retention of none 
but high-producing cows in the herd. 


Feed According to Production. 


A careful tabulation of the feed roc-, 


ords of another cow-testing association 
in which milk production and income 
over cost of feed were high, reveals 
the fact that the cows were liberally 
but economically fed. Silage and le- 
guminous Imy constituted the rough- 
age portion of the ration while the 
grain was fed according to known pro- 
duction of buttcrfat. During the win- 
ter these cows received one pound of 
grain daily for each pound of butterfnt 
which they produced a week, while 
during the summer when pasture was 
short some supplementary grain ^as 
also provided. 
During cold weather 


the cows consumed an average of 33 
pounds of silage a day, while during | 
the summer pa/Murage periods each | 
cow received a total of GTG pounds of 
soiling crops. Generous milk flow and 
a high butterfat test were the results 
of this liberal feeding. 
The average 


butterfat production of all the cows 
on test in that association was 206 
pounds and the average income over 
cost of feed was $56 a year. 
P>y the 


more liberal use of soiling crops and 
silage the cost of production could 
even have been lowered. 


It is not only 1he patriotic duty of 


every dairy farmer to make the most 
of his grain but it is also more money 
in his pocket where he feeds his cows 
according to production and capacity. 
In England the laws now limit the 
amount of grain which can be fed to 
dairy cows and other classes of live 
stock, and similarly in this country 
patriotic common sense and public 
opinion should combine in effecting the 
same end without actual recourse to 
legal assistance. This m^ans that ev- 
ery pound of dairy feed should be 
devoted to the intensive production of 
milk. Keep good cows and feed them 
well.

Know What Each Cow Yields. 
Every dairyman should know the 
daily production of each cow in his 
herd. 
Such knowledge can be gained 
only by the intensive use of the scales 
and the Babcock test. 
This Is the 
era of the cow-testing association, as 
such co-operative work is effective In 
the detection of unprofitable cows as 
well as in properly regulating tho 
amount of feed which should bo sup­ 
plied to each cow in the herd. 
The 
records of one cow-testing association 
(show that during a two-year period the 
cows which received 1,200 pounds oi 
concentrates yielded an average in­ 
come above the cost of feed of $33 an 
Animal, while the cows which were 
fed between 1/200 and 1,800 pounds of 
concentrates yJelded an income in ex­ 
cess of feed costs of $42. The animals 
which were fed over 1,800 pounds of 
concentrates earned a net of $55 a 


age portion of the ration while the 
grain was fed according to known pro­ 
duction of butterfat. During the win­ 
ter these cows received one pound of 
grain daily fox* each pound of butterfat 
which they produced a week, while 
during the summer when pasture was 
short some supplementary grain was 
also provided. 
During cold weather 
the cows consumed an average of 3o 
pounds of silage a day, while during 
the summer pasturage periods encli 
cow received a total of G7G pounds of 
soiling crops. Generous milk flow and 
a high butterfat test were the results 
of this liberal feeding. 
The average 
butterfat production of all the cows 
on test in that association was 2iK3 
pounds and the average income over 
cost of feed was $50 a year. 
I5y the 
more liberal use of soiling crops and 
silnge the cost of production could 
even have been lowered. 
It is not only the patriotic duty of 
every dairy farmer to make the most 
of his grain but it is also more money 
in his pocket where he feeds his cows 
according to production and ci.jmeity.
